NAVY DISCUSSION 

IN PARLIAMEN* 



House of Commons Adopts 
Budget Resolutions as 
Presented 



London, May 2G.— It is reported thut 
Admiral Sir John Fisher, senior naval 
lord of the admiralty, will retire in 
October, at the completion of five 
years as first sea lord. It is an open 
secret that the admiral has been very 
much annoyed by the recent criti- 
cisms of his administration. The Mir- 
ror says it is able to confirm the re- 
port, and declares that Vice-Admiral 
Sir Arthur \V. Moore, commander-in- 
chief of the China station, will suc- 
ceed him as senior naval lord of the 
admiralty. 

The House of Commons tonight 
concluded the general debate on the 
budget resolutions, which were adopt- 
ed after an unusually long and heated 
discussion. David Lloyd-George, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, thereupon in- 
troduced the finance bill, dealing with 
his financial proposals. 

Earlier in the evening an acrimoni- 
ous discussion over the opposition's 
attempt to compel Premier Asquith to 
define whether in estimating the num- 
ber of ships necessary to Great Brit- 
ain to maintain the navy at the full 
ten per cent more power than the 
combined fleets of any other two pow- 
ers, the government had in mind any 
special powers, or if the plan was 
purely European, the Intention being 
to elicit a statement as to whether 
the United States was Included in the 
estimate. 

Mr. Asquith declined to commit 
himself beyond saying that ever* 
thing -would depend upon "geographical 
conditions. He said he could not treat 
powers thousands of miles distant the 
same as powers only hundreds of miles 
distant. As an Instance he declared 
the United States had more battle- 
ships now than Germany, but It was 
impossible to regard them as for ag- 
gressive purposes In the same cate- 
gory as those of France, Germany or 
Austria. 

A. J. Balfour and other Unionist 
members expressed their dissatisfac- 
tion over Mr. Asqulth's reply, but the 
house by a large majority adopted a 
motion of confidence In the Premier's 
statement. 



AIR" NAVIGATION 

Captain Baldwin's Dlrigiblo Meets 
With Mishap— Aeroplane Compe- 
tition to Be Held 

North Arlington, N. J., May 26.— 
Captain Thomas F. Baldwin's flight in 
his new dirigible balloon, the main at- 
traction of the West Hudson Aero 
Carnival hero, was marred this even- 
ing by the carelessness of a spectator, 
who seized a guy rope, causing the 
craft to collide with a tree, damaging 
the propeller and making further 
flights impossible. 

Announcements in connection with 
the coming contest for htavier-than- 
air machines made today included one 
to the effect that J. Gould, with Har- 
old Content and other members of the 
Columbia University Aero Club had 
entered a "glider," which they Intend 
to fly In the contest. It was also an- 
nounced that seven aeroplanes had 
been entered for the prize competi- 
tion. 

A telegram received ' today from the 
"Wright brothers promised that either 
Wilbur or Orville would be present at 
the presentation of a gold medal to 
Capt. Baldwin by the Aero Club of 
America on .Monday next. The com- 
mittee has been notified that in view 
of a similar exhibition to be held in 
Pittsburg on July 5th, a committee 
from that city would corne to witness 
the flights.

SAW CAPE DAUPHIN 

IN A VOLCANIC MOOD 



Crow of Schooner Lahave, Sydney to 
Cape North, Viewed an Unusual 
Spectacle 

Sydney, N. S., May 26.— Tile crew of 
the .schooner Lahave, which left Syd- 
ney recently, bound on a coasting trip 
to Cape North, was treated to a sight 
rare In these northern latitudes. 

As tile ship was running down shore 
about fifteen miles from Sydney, 
mighty Cape Dauphin rose above the 
sea line, and plainly distinguished from 
its apex was a light vapor of thin gray 
smoke, curling lazily skyward. As the 
vessel laid down near the promontory, 
thick black smoke- was thrown high 
in the air from the summit In a suc- 
cession of short, sharp bursts. There 
was shaking, which notlcably disturb- 
ed the sea. After a short period the 
gusts subsided and a tour of explora- 
tion was made by the crew. 

Capo Dauphin is Inaccessible from 
the sea, its seven hundred feet face 
rising perpendicularly from the water. 
At ono point a narrow gorge about 
two hundred yards long leads in be- 
tween precipitous cliffs to a landing 
place from which a path leads up the 
heights. The adventurers had made 
half this distance when a huge wave 
rushed from the cavern and swept the 
frail craTt back to soa. The rowers 
could with difficulty keep their boat on 
an even keel. 

Later a second attempt wns made, 
hut again the men were driven back 
by over-powering fumes of sulphur 
which emanated from the Interior. 

This cavern known as Fairy Cave, 
leads far Into the mountain, and has 
never been explored. At tho foot of 
the cave there rests a liugo capo of 
traproek, which is considered by gene- 
alogical experts to be of volcanic orl- 
t Sin- 



MacLeod, Alb., May 26. — The concili- 
ation board appointed to investigate 
the matters In dispute between the 
western coal operators' association and 
their employees got down to regular 
sessions today. 

On Saturday, when the board ad- 
journed until Wednesday morning, it 
was thought that possibly an agree- 
mtne might lie reached which would 
allow the miners to resume work pend- 
ing the final decision of tho board, 
Which decision was to be binding on 
each party. The board having recom- 
mended this proceeding, a committee 
was appointed from each side to en- 
deavor to roach a satisfactory agree- 
ment. 

Meanwhile action was taken by some 
of the local unions, which Indicated 
thatthcy would not be bound by any 
decision reached by the board, conse- 
quently, at a meeting of tho board 
this inirnlng both the miners and the 
operators reported that they were un- 
able to arrive at any satisfactory 
agreement, and it was decided to at 
once proceed with the taking of evi- 
dence along the lines of the application 
for the board, and the reply thereto. 

The machinery of the board was at 
once put Into operation, and evidence 
along these lines taken today. It Is 
within the province of the members 
constituting the conciliation board to 
decide whether the evidence shall be 
taken or not. In the ease of the pre- 
sent sessions, it was decided that only 
Interested parties should lie allowed to 
attend the meetings of the board, so, 
consequently, any Information which is 
available Is of a very meagre character. 

Repudiated By Unions. 

Buffalo, N. Y.. May 2P..— The marine 
strike leaders had a conference tonight 
to discuss the alleged attempt to blow 
up the Heffllnger. Horror was ex- 
pressed at the possibility of such an act.

WANTS HIGH DUTY 

TO PROTECT SUGAR 



Trust Is Charged With Desire 
to Injure Beet Sugar 
Industry 



Washington, May 26. — For more 
than sevon hours today the United 
States senate was engaged in the dis- 
cussion of sugar as that subject Is in- 
volved in the pending tariff bill. 

Beginning with an effort 'by Senator 
Mclnerny, the Louisville Democrat 
Protectionist, there were four set 
speeches. Three of these were in sup- 
port of the sugar schedule, as reported 
from tho committee on finance, while 
the fourth was a plea for material re- 
duction. 

Completing the speech which he be- 
gan yesterday, Senator Mclnerny made 
an earnest plea for stiff protection, not 
only In the interest of the .revenue, 
but because, as he declared, such a 
course would render the United Stutes 
Independent of other countries. He 
asserted that there had been a change 
of sentiment in the south on the sub- 
ject of protection. 

Senator Burroughs, of Michigan, and 
Smoot, of Utah, both of them mem- 
bers of the finance committee, also 
spoke in support of tho committee's 
action. Mr. Smoot presented a care- 
fully prepared analysis of the situa- 
tion, and Mr. Burroughs appealed more 
particularly to popular sentiment. Tho 
Michigan senator charged the sugar 
trust with an attempt to establish a 
reputation for fair dealing 'by pretend- 
ing to be In alliance with the beet 
sugar Interests, which, he said, was not 
the case. He asserted that a reduction 
of -duties would' destroy the beet sugar 
industry and thus render it necessary 
to send $100,000,000 a year out of the 
country for sugar. 

Mr. Brlstow, the new senator from 
Kansas, was the only advocate of a 
reduction. He presented an amend- 
ment eliminating all reference to the 
Dutch standards in determining tho 
cost of sugar. Referring to the atti- 
tude of the so-called progressive sen- 
ators, Mr. iBristow declared that in- 
stead of wanting to destroy the sugar 
industry, they were tho best friends of 
that interest, as they wore of the pro- 
tective policy. Their desire, lie said, 
was to prevent graft and greed on the 
part of the trusts. , 

The senate adjourned at 5:15 p. m.

HOPKI NS DEF EATED 

Long Fight Over Illinois Senatorship 
Ended by Election of William 
Lorimor 



Springfield, 111., May 20.— Congress- 
man Wm. Lorimor of tho sixth con- 
gressslonal district today was elected 
United States senutor by the joint ses- 
sion of tho general assemblymen and 
the anti-Hopkins Republicans. 

Strong but futile efforts were made 
by former Senator Hopkins' aides to 
head off the break to Lorimor. The 
dramatic ending of tho deadlock came 
after the contest had dragged along 
since January 20. 

Mr. Lorimer, introduced to tho as- 
sembly 'by Speaker Shurtleff, expressed 
appreciation of the lienor paid him and 
declared that before the expiration of 
his term work would be begun on the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf deep waterway. If 
his efforts could avail. 

After the senator had finished, for- 
mer Senator Hopkins mounted the 
forum and expressed surprise that a 
Republican senator should have been 
elected by Democratic votes, but said 
that the general assembly having act- 
ed, ho wished Senator Lorimer God- 
speed In his office. He thanked the 
.men who had supported the Hopkins 
cause through the deadlock, and de- 
clared it an honor to hold the regard 
of faithful friends. 

Senator Lorimer's progress in poll- 
tics has been steady and consistent 
from the time when lie began secur- 
ing city contracts for his firm of con- 
tractors, to today, when he was elect- 
ed to tho United Stutes senate, ho can 
never toe president, for he was born in 
England. Mr. Lorimer's biography in 
tho Congressional Directory is one of 
tho briefest, about fifty words, and 
omits to mention that he first saw the 
light in 1861. At the age of Ave he was 
brought to America by Ills parents. At 
the age of twelve he was working as 
a sign painter's apprentice. Later he 
labored at the stock yards, of which 
in after days he -was to be known as 
"the boss." Next he gathered In nick- 
els on a street car. Meanwhile ho had 
become a political factor. He became 
a contractor, was called the "Blonde 
Boss" In the newspapers and was 
counted on to deliver tho packing 
house district to the Republican ticket. 
In 1392 he was defeated for a county 
office, 'but three years later he was 
elected to congress, whore he has re- 
mained with tho exception of one term 
ever since. 




Holders of Lease on Dead- 
man's Island Forcibly 
Assert Rights 



Vancouver, May 26. — There was a 
show of force this morning, when the 
officials of tho Island Dock & Ware- 
house Company, which has acquired 
all tho rights under the Ludgate lease 
to Deadnmn's island, compelled two 
Icity workmen who were engaged 
clearing roads and trails across the 
Island to cease work and vacate the 
property. 

R. D. Kinmond, acting for the Island 
Dock & Warehouse Co., landed on the 
island about 1.30 this afternoon with 
a force of ten men, and informed the 
city workmen that they must cease 
work. At first the city employees de- 
murred to doing any such thing, but 
when Mr. Kinmond told them that 
force would be used to eject them, 
they saw that they were up against 
tlie Inevitabe, and under what am- 
ounted to practical physical force left 
the island to report to the park com- 
missioners and the city engineer as to 
the 'occurrence. 

Mr. Kinmond remained in possession 
with his force after tlie city men had 
gathered up their tools and depnrted, 
and will continue to remain until such 
time as the company is ready to begin 
work on wharves on the easterly side 
of tlie island and a park on the west 
side. 

Mr. Kinmond said they simply in- 
tended to call the bluff of the city in 
the matter. He claimed that the 
Island had been held by the city on a 
bluff for several years, and they worn 
now taking action simply to bring 
matters to a head and allow tlie law 
to decide who owns the Island. 

There was only a feeble show or 
resistance on the part of the. city 
workmen, but if they bad been In 
greater force something of a violent 
character might have happened. It Is 
not unlikely that an attempt will bo 
made to regnln possession, and all the 
elements of n miniature war may de- 
velope from the situation. Tlie other 
squatters on Headman's island have 
been given thirty days' notice to 'clear 
out, failing which thoy will be evicted 
also- 



Edmonton Realty 

Edmonton, Alb., May 26.— The price 
of $1445 per foot for a 34-foot Main 
street frontage was realized in a sale 
this .morning. This is a record fig- 
ure. The property sold 12 years ago 
for a total of $375, and was once of- 
fered in trade for a team of oxen.

New York, -May 211.— Col. \V. C. Gor- 
gas, head of the sanitation department 
of the Isthmian Canal work, returned 
from tho canal zone today on the 
steamer Panama, Col. Gorgas spoke en- 
couragingly of the work on the canal, 
and said that there was no yellow 
fever or plague on the Isthmus at pres- 
ent. Besides Col. Gorgas, 178 employees 
of the canal arrived on the Panama on 
a vacation trip. 



Sentenced to Electrocution, 

Newburgh, N.Y., May 26.: — John Bar- 
buto, an Italian, was found guilty to- 
day in tho supreme court of murder 
In the first degree and was sentenced 
by Judge Morschauser to die in tho 
electric chair tho week beginning July 
5. Barbuto is charged with having 
killed two fellow countrymen near 
Mlddlcton, N.Y., and criminally as- 
saulting tho wife of one of tho vic- 
tims, a bride of two weeks. Tho mo- 
tivo of tho crlino was robbery.

paved, let them vote for tlie bylaws."

"No use of the ratepayers turning 
down these bylaws and nine months 
from now calling us mosstoaoks be- 
cause there's no money for Improvo- 
monts. It takes nine months to havo 
the pipe made and delivered. Let them 
pass these bylaws." — Aid. McKeown. 

"This additional loan for water dls-. 
tributlon system and water connec- 
tions is secured, interest and sinking 
fund by the frontage tax or what is 
known as the water rates. It will not 
be an additional charge upon the cur- 
rent revenue." — Aid. Henderson. 

"If we're to go ahead the 'bylaws 
must pass." — All the aldermen. 

Many men, many minds is supposed- 
ly true, is generally true and almost 
always true of the Victoria city coun- 
cil, but for once the adage was not 
applicable. Last evening mayor and 
council were a unit in the hope that 
the bylaws to be submitted to tho 
ratepayers of the city today would 
pass. 

These bylaws are three in number. 
One is to enable the city to borrow 
a further sum of $45,000 for tho ex- 
tension of the city sewage system; tho 
second Is to enable tho council to bor- 
row $125,000 for extensions to the 
waterworks distribution service and 
the third is tho bylaw to authorize the 
paving of the Causeway, Belleville and 
Humboldt streets, between Government 
and Douglas streets, and tho grading 
of Douglas street between Humboldt 
and Belleville streets. 

Tho council has been besieged for 
months past with applications for 
sewer extensions. So rapid has been 
the growth of the city that tlie coun- 
cil has found it Impossible to meet all 
tho demands made upon it. The pro- 
ceeds of tho last sewer "loan have be- 
come exhausted, and a further loan is 
absolutely imperative if the asked for 
works are to Ik; installed. 

The bylaw to authorize the raising 
of $125,000 for the purchase of water 
pipes and the extensions of tho sys- 
tem is also an imperative measure if 
tho many demands for increased ser- 
vice are to be met. Since the begin- 
ning of the year nearly sixty new 
streets have been opened, and (many 
new residences have been erected 
which today are without the necessary 
water service. Tlie department Is now 
out of pipe, and is unable, to provide 
for extensions unless tlie necessary 
funds are voted by tho ratepayers. 

Tho Causeway bylaw calls for tho 
raising of the sum of ?n2,0T>4 for tho 
proposed improvements to tho thor- 
oughfares around the Empress hotel. 
Owing to the fact that the greater 
part of the cost must be borne by the 
city as tho C. P. K. is exempted from 
paying taxes, and tho share assessed 
against the company must be paid by 
the city, it has .been necessary to sub- 
mit the measure to tho ratepayers as 
the city's share will be much more 
than tlie amount which it is allowed 
to pay under the powers conferred for 
the carrying out of local Improve- 
ments.

MAY BE RENEWED 



Negotiations Now Being Conducted; 
With Antipodean Government 
With That Objeot 



Ottawa, May 26. — Tho contract for 
a steamship service between Victoria, 
Vancouver, and the Antipodes, which 
will expire in tho course of a short 
time, will probably be renewed by tho 
Canadian government. At tho present 
time negotiations are being conducted 
by Sir Richard Cartwright, minister oC 
trade and commerce, looking to that 
end. The only difficulty lies In tlie dis- 
inclination of the Australian govern- 
ment to renew the arrangements. It Is 
expected, however, that tho Bervlco will 
bo continued.

Large Budget of Routine Bus- 
iness Transacted — Bylaws 
Are Advanced

The citv council broke their record 
lust evening by getting away with a 
large quantity of routine business be- 
tween U and 10 o'clock. Many street 
Improvements were authorized and a 
number of by-laws were advanced to 
further stages. Aid. Ross' measure to 
Increase the tax upon street peddlers 
from $40 to $70, was left over a week, 
lie also asked permission to Introduce 
a by-law to prevent Chinamen pack- 
ing the double-basket arrangement 
upon the sidewalk. 

H. D. Helmeken, K. C, on behalf of 
the property owners' association, will 
be Informed that the council is obtain- 
ing an opinion from the city barrister 
as to whether the city's trust under 
which Beacon Hill Park Is held, is In 
any way Invaded by the permission 
granted the cricket club to erect a pa- 
vilion and to the bowling club to erect 
a clubhouse and green in that pleasure 
ground. 

J. Ft. Saunders' application for a 
building permit for a stable on Pem- 
broke street, was referred to the 
streets and bridges committee. Mrs. 
Clay's application for permission to 
place a sign over the sidewalk In front 
Of her store was referred to the city 
engineer for favorable consideration. 

J, Herrick McGregor, wrote "In re- 
gretful deprecation of the matter and 
manner of Mr. Dovereux's outburst," 
the same referring to a letter written 
by the former city surveyor to the 
Colonist In which he, according to Mr. 
McGregor, cast reflections upon the 
land surveyors of the city. The letter 
was received and tiled. 

W. H. Pennock asked that the time 
limit for the removal of swill be ex- 
tended from G to 8 u. m. The applica- 
tion was referred to the sanitary com- 
mittee. The. Building Inspector sub- 
mitted plans for a new floor for the 
fire hall. Concrete foundation and 
planks on top, he recommended, and 
the matter was referred to tho lire 
wardens for report. 

Improving Streots 

Following out the policy which tho 
city recently adopted, the Improve- 
ment of the main trunk roads leading 
into the country, Esquimau road will 
be Improved from tho Indian Reserve 
to the city boundary. Alderman Mable 
moved that thoroughfare be graded, 
tar-macadamized and permanent side- 
walks be laid on both sides with curb 
and gutters. Tho city will assume 
one-third of the cost, the owners to 
pay two-thirds. The council has al- 
ready pasade Oak Bay avenue from 
the junction to Foul Bay road for sim- 
ilar Improvements, those being the two 
trunk roads on which improvement 
work will be undertaken first. It Is 
tho intention of the city to Improve 
the other roads such as Douglas street. 
Cralgflowor road, the Gorge road, but 
it Is doubtful if more than Oak Bav 
avenue and Esquimau roud will be 
done this year. 

Other local improvement works 
passed were: Grading, draining and 
tar-macadamlzlng Princess avenue, 
between Blanchard and Quadra streets 
and permanent sidewalks on both 
sides, with boulevards; a boulevard 
on tho south side of Belleville street 
from Menzles street to St. John street 
and boulevards on both sides of Gov- 
ernment street from Michigan street 
to Toronto street; a permanent side- 
walk on the east side of Menzies 
street from Superior street to Slmcoe 
street, boulevards on both sides of the 
street from Belleville street to Slmcoe 
street and the draining, grading and 
tar-macadamizing of the roadway 
from Belleville street to Slmcoe street"; 
grading, draining and macadamizing 
Michigan street from Beacon Hill park 
to Menzles street, and a permanent 
sidewalk on the north side of the said 
street from the park to Government 
street and boulevards on both sides 
from Government street to Menzles 
street. 

Local Improvements 

Tho city assessor presented the fol- 
lowing report with regard to the 
projected Improvements, which was 
received and direction given that they 
take the usual course: 

1. Boyd street; permanent sidewalks 
on both sides, from Niagara street to 
Dallas road. 

2. Permanent sidewalks on Fern- 
wood road, both sides, from Fort street 
to Edmonton road; also to grade und 
macadamize the said portion of Fern- 
wood road. 

3. Toronto street, permanent side- 
walks, south side from Government 
street to Menzles street, and to grade. 

I macadamize and drain said street from 
I .Menzles street to Beacon Hill Park. 
I 4. Toronto stret, north side, perma- 
nent sidewalk from Menzles street to 
I Beacon Hill Park. 

I A petition has been presented ob- 
| jecting to the proposed work on. Fern- 
wood road. Said petition contains Z~> 
names, representing an assessment of 
$49,400, whilst those owners not peti- 
tioning are 42 in number and repre- 
sent an assessment of $100,830. The 
petitioners have therefore failed to se- 
cure sufficient representation, either In 
numbers or value to prevent the work 
being done. 

The schedules and plans relating to 
the before-mentioned works have lain 
on the counter of this office, for In- 
spection, for the prescribed fifteen 
days, no other petition having been 
presented and In my opinion the time 
has expired when any such petition 
can be received. 

The petition re Fernwood road is re- 
turned herewith. 

Streets Report 

The following report of the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee was re- 
ceived and adopted:

TOWNS SHAKEN 
BY EARTHQUAKE 

Shocks Are Felt in Many Sec- 
tions of Middle Western 
States 



,. Chicago. 111., May 26— A slight earth- 
quttke shock lasting only a few seconds 
was felt In the states of Indiana, Il- 
linois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Iowa nnd 
contiguous territory beginning at S.41 
o'clock this morning. 

Early reports covered a territory 
from Springfield, III., through Daven- 
port. Iowa and Janesvllle, Wis., north 
to Muskegon. .Mich. Reports of the vi- 
brations were received from Beloit, 
Wis., Peoria, Kewanee, Jollet, Dixon, 
Strentor, Galena, Sterling. Freeport. 
Bloomlngton, Moline, Elgin, Aurora. 
Springfield, 111., and from Janesvllle, 
Wis.. Davenport, Cedar Rapids and 
Dubuque. Iowu. and Muskegon and 
Kalamazoo, Mich. 

Throughout the territory affected 
only minor damage was reported. Sev- 
eral small fires were started by the 
overturning of stoves and many chim- 
neys were razed. Aurora. Ills., Is said 
to have suffered particularly in this 
respect. 

In Chicago the shock was generally 
felt but in the great majority of cases 
was attributed to such causes as the 
passage of street cars, elevated trains, 
heavy trucks or blasting in distant 
quarries. It was not until newspapers 
made their appearance with the story 
that the public learned that there had 
been an earthquake. Damage In Chi- 
cago as elsewhere, was confined to the 
breaking of dishes and ornaments 
shaken from mantlepleces or tables. 
Felt in Washington. 

Washington, D. C, May 26. — A very 
Blight disturbance lasting about a 
minute was recorded on the seismo- 
graph at the United States weather 
bureau here today beginning at 9 
o'clock forty- one minutes and three se- 
conds eastern time. There was not 
enough detail in the record to Indicate 
the exact location of the disturbance. 
At Kalamazoo 

Kalamazoo. Mich., May 26. — Tho 
earthquake that shook Wisconsin and 
Illinois points was felt at South Haven 
and Benton Harbor, shaking windows 
and breaking china. No loss of life or 
damage was reported. 

At Janosvillo 

Janesvllle, Wis., May 26. — The earth- 
quake shock which was felt in Beloit 
this morning at about 8.10 o'clock was 
also felt In this city. The shock lasted 
about four seconds. 

A Severe 

Beloit. Wis., May 
Rock Rlvor valley 
earthquake shock this morning at 8.40 
o'clock. Reports of a like happening 
came to Beloit from Roc.kford, III. All 
the college buildings rocked violently 
and houses throughout tho city wero 
shaken. Dishes rattled nnd people on 
tho streets tit tho time of the shock 
experienced difficulty In remaining on 
their feet. 

Tremor Was Distinct 

Kewanee, III., May 26. — An earth- 
quake lasting thirty seconds shook 
tho buildings here at 8.40 o'clock this 
morning. The windows rattled and 
small articles were shaken from desks. 
Tho tremor was distinct and was no- 
ticed In all parts of the city.

PLANS TO FIGHT 



Dr, Fagan Heard by Auxiliary 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society 
—Officers Elected 
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The sanitarium at Tranqutlle forrin- 
Oiplcnt cases; ..another institution for 
the care of advanced and hopeless 
cases; rooms In every hospital set 
aside for advanced and hopeless case.-; 
where the patient will not leave the 
home centre, and nurses or doctors in 
every centre, working under the local 
societies In educating tile people and 
In caring for patients who will not 
leave their own homes — is the pro- 
gramme which the Anti-Tuberculosis 
society has set before Itself. It was 
explained at some length at the meet- 
ing of the Ladies' Auxiliary of this 
city yesterday by Dr. Fagan, the sec- j 
retary of the provincial society. 

There was a large attendance at 
the annual meeting held yesterday 
morning in the parlors of the Bal- 
moral. The following report of the 
work of the society was read by the 
secretary, .Miss Mara.

The Auxiliary Anti-Tubereuloois So- 
clety lias held thirteen meetings during 
the "year, May 1908-1909. 

In May last preparations for a large 
fair were begun and this was held ie 
November in the A. O. U. W. hall. A 
sum of $2, 00"). 00 being netted. The eji- 
penseH only amounted to $345.40, and 
in view of the large amount of car- 
pentering necessary, this was considered 
very reasonable. in connection vriih 
the" fair the sale of the Xmas stump 
was organized by Mrs. Rissmuller and 
undertaken by Miss Bowron. The stamp 
was withdrawn from sale In January, 
the net proceeds being $109.76, 'Phis 
was unanimously voted for the direct 
use of the sanitarium, and the liens 
urer authorized to forward the isamo 
through the local trustees. 

In Hoptemher the Hon. Secj-etary Miss 
milieu, was obliged by ill-health to send 
in her resignation, and Miss Maca was 
appointed in her place. 

In October a Kpecial appeal for ready 
money was made by the Rev. W. Leslie 
Clay and Mr. Galletly on beSialf of the 
sanitarium, the income of the same be- 
ing stated to be inadequate to the 
pehdlture. A .grant of $200 was voted 
to the sanitarium. 

In November delegates were appointed 
by the especial wisli of Dr. Pagan, to 
attend the ceremonies in connection with 
the laving of the corner stone of the 
new building at Tranquille, but neither 
Mrs. Galletly . nor Mrs. Genge, on wlvom 
the choice fell, were able to go, and 
the matter was dropped, as Mrs. Pagan 
had in any case decided to be present. 

At Christmas time papers ami maga- 
zines were sent to Tramiuille, and a lo- 
cnl consumptive case assisted.

WILL COST MORE 

TO GET YACHTS 



Protection Under New United States 
Tariff Will Impose Heavy Duty 
on Foreign-Built Craft 

The United States under the new 
tariff proposes to discourage the prac- 
tice of building yachts in Great Bri- 
tain. A clause in the now tariff bill 
relates to foreign built vessels, parti- 
cularly foreign-built yachts. It en- 
acts—to summarise it briefly that 
"upon any foreign built yacht, pleas- 
ure boat; or vessel' not nsed or in- 
tended to.be used for trade, pur^hnsed 
after the passage of this act -by a citi- 
zen- of the .United .Suites, there shall 
be levied or collected a duty of 35 per 
centum ad valorem." This, one would 
imagine, should prove a sufficient 
handicap on the British and other for- 
eign builder of such craft; but the 
Marine Journal, of New "York, says it 
is not enough. "The duty," we read, 
"should be at least 50 percent, instead 
of 35. There is no doubt that this 
long-delayed -act in the interest of the 
American yacht-builder and those 
who furnish equipment for these pnl- 
atial craft will be liept in the tariff bill 
now that It has landed there and be- 
come a law and thereby lead the ma- 
jorlty of prospective yacht owners to 
build their craft hereafter in this 
country. It is estimated," Kiantiniies 
tho Marine Journal, ".thqt this yacht- 
building-abroad habit which is on the 
increase, foots up a loss in the em- 
ployment or men in American ship- 
yards to the extent of 10,000. As Is 
well known our coastwise merchant 
marine Is amply protected from any 
such game. Consequently the same 
system Bhould prevail in regard to 
foreign-built yachts owned by Ameri- 
can citizens especially when intended 
for cruising in the waters of the Unit- 
ed States."

Boat in Which the Missing 
Three Left Sidney Picked 
Up Off Friday Harbor / 



Sad confirmation of the fatal acci- 
dent in Which W. Lambert. J. O'Neill 
and the latter's five-year-old sou, met 
death on Tuesday, May ISth, was re- 
ceived yesterday when the provincial 
police learned that the boat in which 
the ill-fated three had left Sidney, 
was picked up near Friday harbor, 
San Juan island. 

Sinco they were last seen by an In- 
dian about 5 o'clock on Tuesday set- 
ting out for what was generally only 
a row of about AO minutes, nothing 
f urtTier has been heard , or seen of 
them. As tho fresh wind which pre- 
vailed at tho time of their departure 
had increased to -a gale, the Worst Sears 
were entertained, but it was only 
when the blue ^joat, double-ended, 
whaler style, was discovered , nearly 
thirty miles from tho spot where they 
were last seen, that those fears re- 
ceived actual confirmation. 

For over a week, tho provincial 
police have beer, searching the waters 
of the gulf, the shores of the islands 
and the mainland for traces of tho 
missing, but not n sign of them was 
obtained, and it was Just when Con- 
stable Burnley, after consulting with 
'the relatives of the victims who had 
expressed the opinion that further ef- 
forts' were useless, was about to ab- 
andon the search, that by finance Ser- 
geant Murray heard of the discovery 
of tile boat. 

It was picked up by a resident of 
Friday Harbor, Edwards by name, and 
another man. It was readily identi- 
fied, and will bo brought over by the 
provincial police.

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STREET CAR TRAFFIC. 

Wo should not like it to be supposed 
that the observations made In tho Col- 
onist during the past two days In re- 
gard to street car tralllc were due to 
any laxity on the part of tht> Tramway 
oflieials or employees. We have fre- 
quently taken occasion to speak of the 
admirable manner in which these per- 
sons discharge their duties, which are 
much more onerous and exacting than 
Is gorier ally supposed. The people of 
Victoria have not yet got Into metro- 
politan ways, and they take chances in 
connection with the curs, and motors 
as well, which they ought not to take. 
The absence of frequent serious acci- 
dents prove how well the street cars 
are handled. Wo refer to the matter 
again today for tho purpose of impress- 
ing upon the public the very great im- 
portance of care on their part. As a 
general proposition pedestrians have 
the right of way, but tills right is 
necessarily limited by the demand for 
rapid transit. We cannot have street 
cars and motors and yet make as free 
with the streets as though they were re- 
mote country roads or avenues through 
private grounds. We must all learn to 
adapt ourselves to the new conditions 
arising In growing cities, which entail 
a degree of care on the part of pedes- 
trians which it would be unreasonable 
to expect in quiet villages. 

Yesterday we mentioned the desira- 
bility of changing the stopping places 
of cars from the far to the near side 
of Intersecting streets. Our informa- 
tion Is that the present arrangement is 
in compliance with the municipal regu- 
lations, and cannot be. changed by the 
Tramway company without permission 
from the municipal authorities. In re- 
spect to that suggestion as well ps to 
the other regarding the passing of one 
car by another, we hope the city coun- 
cil will give their best attention to both 
points, and investigate the methods 
adopted by other cities. It may per- 
haps appear that, owing to the con- 
ditions existing in Victoria, a plan 
might be perfectly feasible here that 
would not be suitable in other places. 
The regulations of street car tralllc in 
every place must be adapted to the 
needs of that particular place. In 
Victoria wo are emerging from the vil- 
lage stage, and it follows that rules, 
suitable enough When we had no double 
tracks and only an infrequent service, 
may not be applicable as things now 
are, and may be - still less applicable as 
traffic increases. We are averse to 
any attempt by regulation to relieve 
the men in charge of ears or the public 
generally of the necessity of exercising 
their own good judgment as to what 
ought to be done to eliminate chances 
of accident. If any new regulations 
are to be made, they ought to be de- 
cided on only after full inquiry, and In 
framing them both the city council and 
the Tramway company must have in 
mind the fact that there aro certain 
places In Victoria where, owing to tho 
narrowness of the streets and their 
crookedness it may be difficult to make 
any genera! rule that will meet all 
cases. But there is one thing upon 
Which we cannot speajt too strongly 
now, and it is as to the duty of pedes- 
trians and people alighting from cars 
to be exceedingly careful. Here Is one 
golden rule: Never cross a car track 
without being certain that the way is 
clear. 



ly way of securing Justice industrially, 
and it behooves working men to con- 
sider if tho tlmo has not come when 
they can entrust the safeguarding of 
their Industrial interests, as they . do 
that of thoir political interests, to the 
established institutions of the coun- 
try. It has taken the omployera a 
long tlmo to realize that these Indus- 
trial rights are something more than 
matters personal to themselves and 
their empioyees. But that Is uni- 
versally recognized now, and courts of 
conciliation arc established to accom- 
plish those things that were formerly 
only obtainable by Industrial strife. 
We believe the necessity of tho strike 
as a remedy for any injustice under 
which working men may suffer has 
passed away, and If any proof of this 
were needed It would be found In the 
history of recent strikes, which have 
almost invariably resulted In disad- 
vantage to tho employees. They have 
rarely of recent years gained anything 
by striking which they could not have 
got by conciliation. We do not deny 
tho right to strike, any more than we 
deny the right to rebel; but neither 
right should be asserted except as a 
last resort. 

We think that as a rule workingmen 
are disinclined to strike. They are 
usually led to take such a course by 
men, who, doubtless honestly enough, 
look upon such a course as necessary. 
The tendency of labor-unionism Is to- 
wards absolutism. In this respect it 
Is like every. other kind of organiza- 
tion which mankind have ever devis- 
ed. A very conspicuous illustration of 
tills is afforded by late events In the 
United States. In that country the 
drift to absolutism is very marked. 
Of course the name is never lined. 
Centralization sounds better, but it 
means the same thing, in Canada 
there Is a movement along the same 
line, but not so marked. It is seen In 
all chumh organizations. There 
seems, indeed, to bo something In 
I human nature which trends towards 
absolute government, and against it 
people must constantly be on guard. 
This Is what Is meant by tho oft 
quoted phrase, "Eternal vigilance is 
the price of liberty." If one should 
claim that there Is no tendency In 
labor unions towards absolutism, ho 
! would have also to claim that working 



hnppem if tho structure now thoro 
should give way under tho pressure of 
too largo a crowd. The concrote ought 
to bo carried around at each end, and 
spacious landing places ought to bo 
made, so that boats could lie at them 
and not bo subject to the strength of 
tho current. This work Is, wo presume, 
something within the jurisdiction of 
the local government. Of course the 
municipality of South Saanich baa ju- 
risdiction over tho locality, but it 
would hardly bo fair to ask that body 
to bear the expense of a work that 
would primarily be for the beneilt of 
the people of Victoria and Esquimau, 
and of strangers temporarily in the 
city.

sido. There ought nlso to bo an elec- 
tric light over each landing. These 
improvements would not cost very 
much, but they would add greatly to 
the convenience and safety of those 
passing the Gorge when tho tlo*c Is 
running strong. 

OUR TIMBER 

Some of the gentlemen, who have 
recently bought timber lands in tin: 
southern part of Vancouver island, 
think we people in Victoria do not ful- 
ly appreciate what our forest wenlth 
really signifies. Tills Is quite possible. 
It Is pretty difficult for any one to 
appreciate such a thing.

While 
speaking of the use of motor launches, 
we may add that those who have them 
ought to use only slow speed on the 
Arm, when there, aro many boats out.

munity, but as meaning those who 
depend chiefly upon the labor of their 
(hands for their living. Applied to 
England in the olden days It would 
mean not only the artizans, but the 
merchants, who for generation after 
generation- strove to relieve themselves 
from the burdens imposed upon them 
by the landed aristocracy. Speaking 
generally, the clement of the popula- 
tion, which drew its subsistence di- 
rectly from the soil, has always been 
conservative; tho artlzan and the 
merchant class has always been pro- 
gressive, or, as their opponents have 
6ald, radical. During the development 
of popular Institutions urmed rebel- 
lions were many, but In process of 
time thov wore found to be needless. 
The t:ourts took the place of armed 
force, and men felt safo to entrust 
their interests to tho established in- 
stitutions of the country. Tho labor 
movement is the legitimate suecossor 
of the movement for populnr govern- 
ment. When once men had won the 
right to vote, they began to aspire to 
the betterment of thoir condition in 
all lines, and very naturally they look- 
ed about for a means of enforcing 
their demands. The strike was the 
readiest and most effective means, and 
It was adopted.

have proved a sufilclent safeguard for 
political rights, so wo beliovo tho 
time has come when the establlBhoil 
Institutions of the country afford 
ample safeguard for industrial rights. 
As armed rebellion was a crude and 
costly way of securing Justloe politi- 
cally, so the strike Is a crude and cost-

Tho Colonist knows of 
one young fellow, and he is as fine- 
looking a young man as ono need want 
to meet; but ho only know how to do 
one thing, and that happened to bo a 
thing that no ono in this part of tho 
world hires any ono to do especially. 
When It is done at all it is dono ln 
connection with other work. Ho wbb 
taken by a frlond to a numbor of busi- 
ness men, all of whom told him that 
they could not employ him in his own 
pnrtlculnr lino, and somo of whom 
offerod him a clmnoo at nornothlng else. 
But nothing ajse would, suit him, and 
ho returned homo saying that he was 
"greatly disappointed with tho colon- 
ies,"

AN OLDTIME MINER 
HITSTHE TRAIL 

James Moore, Aged 77, Pre- 
pares to. Set Oui on Pros- 
pecting Trip 



Seventy-seven years old, but still 
retaining the enthusiasm and light 
heartednesa of a boy. .James Moore, 
the oldest gold seeker in British Co- 
lumbia will leave here In a week's 
time for Lillooet, from whence, with 
pack slung over his shoulder he will 
tramp over a trail for sixty miles to 
Bridge riyer, where he \vill spend the 
summer prospecting. Among the men 
who have "scrabbled and mucked" In 
this province, where his mining ex- 
perience lias extended over fifty-one 
years, there is probably no more In- 
teresting personality than Mr. Moore. 

He !s the sole survivor of the little 
band of sixteen, who 51 years ago 
were the first locators of gold at Hills 
Bar, on the Frasor river. This Is olll- 
clally recognized as the first finding 
of gold In British Columbia, although 
Mr. Moore tells that two years previ- 
ously Indians brought some of the 
metal, which they had picked up on 
the Thompson river, to Donald Mc- 
Lane, the Hudson Bay factor at Kam- 
loops. Since the days of the Hills Bar 
rush Mr. Moore has been, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, interested in min- 
ing In this province. 

At an age when the majority of men 
have settled down to spend the de- 
clining days of their lives in restful - 
ness, Mr. Moore Is for ever evolving 
new schemes for dragging the preci- 
ous metal from the earth. The lure 
of the prospector's trail has him in Its 
grasp. He Intends dying as lie lias 
lived, with the pick and shovel in Ills 
hand. He is no talker, he said, when 
interviewed by the Colonist yesterday. 
His talking has been done with the 
pick and shovel, in places far removed 
from civilization. 

With the exception of the Kootenay 
country there is no portion of British 
Columbia unknown to this pioneer of 
gold seekers. He has tramped through 
the forests, valleys, and ravines of the 
Cassiar district. Cariboo also has 
been widely traversed by him. H'e 
has prospected along the Eraser in the 
"good old days," when miners', and 
mining camps were real mining camps. 
And still he Is not satisfied. He has 
heard of mineral claims, long lying 
dormant, at Bridges river, and thither 
ho is going in a week's time. He has 
just returned hero from Lillooet after 
making an attempt to get to these 
claims, but the snow lay so thickly 
on the ground that the pack trail was 
impassible. 

The Prospects 

When asked what he thought of 
the prosptjets at Bridges river, Mr. 
Moore displayed a number of pieces 
of rock. One of these was of tellur- 
Ide composition, going $600 In gold to 
the ton, but .which required roasting. 
Another piece showed free milling 
gold in thicklsh volns. going $10 to 
the ton. The rocks were taken from 
ravines some four feet wtdo. while*, in 
the same district at Cadwalledar was 
a tellurite ledge, two feet wide, which 
showed considerable promise. One of 
the clainiB at Cadwalledar creek was 
worked a couple of years ago with an 
arrastra and a good clean-up was 
made. 

"This district of Lillooet." says Mr. 
Moore," has got a bad name owing to 
the failure of the Golden Cache Mln 
lng Company several years ago. There 
aro no roads into the country, and it 
Is almost impossible to bring in ma 
chinery. Bridges river, where I am 
going is CO miles from Lillooet. 

"The mines at Cadwallader creek 
have boon lying dormant for a num- 
ber of years. The claims are all crown 
granted, and a number of the original 
shareholders are dead. The survivors 
show no desire to work the properties 
In my opinion they should be sold at 
a reasonable price to men who would 
open up a good mining company. In 
fact under present conditions they 
should be- sold at any price, and a 
chance should be given to develop 
them nnd prove their value. There 
are only surface Indications at prc- 
oent." 

AskerT what were the prospects for 
gold mining in the Cariboo country 
Mr. Moore said that the Guggenhelms 
had give, a black eye to that district. 
Thov still, he stated, retained a con- 
trolling interest in the Bullion mines. 
Two years ago they had 400 men con- 
structing a canal from Spanish lake 
to these mines, when of a sudden, with 
apparently no reason, they had dis- 
missed all these men, suspended the 
work, disposed of their plant, but still 
retained the controlling interest, thus 
pre%'onting any other company from 
resuming operations. "Now," says 
Mr. Moore, "if we go to California, 
for instance, and nsk mining men If 
they will interest themselves In Bri- 
tish Columbia, they say: Why the 
Guggenhelms wero there nnd turned 
down property so what (Jhance is there 
for us." 

Outlook in Ca6siar 

Questioned as to the mineral out- 
look in the Cassiar Mr. Moore grew 
quite enthusiastic. "We have," he 
aald, "in Northern B. C. the richest 
lode, mining district In British Colum- 
bia. But It must be first opened up 
by a railway company. It would be 
folly for any orte to attempt develop- 
ment work until this is done. North- 
west of Hazolton there is a mineral 
ledge, containing gold, silver, copper, 
nickel, and zinc, running for hundreds 
of miles through northern B. C. The 
G. T. P. will not open up this rich 
mineral country, for the nonrest point 
of the railway to this ledge Is at Haz- 
olton, 200 miles distant. There aro no 
trails Into this district. There Is only 
a pack train from Telegraph Creek to 
Dease inke. Supplies have to be 
brought from Fort Wrangel to Tele- 
graph Creek, a distance of 150 miles, 
and thence by trail, a distance or 90 
miles to Dease lake. The coat of 
freighting supplies by this means is 
enormous nnd prohibitive. At present 
thero is only one Hudson Bay steamer 
on the Stlckine, and that only for 
about two months in the summer. 
This vessel plies between Fort 
Wrangel and Telegraph Creek. When 
this boat is taken off supplies have to 
be brought In by Indian canoes at an 
enormous coat. The only feasible 
method of working for gold under pro- 
sent conditions In the Cassiar district 
is where a sluice can be set, and the 
miner caft get a return in short time, 
nnd so be able tr. replenish his pro- 
visions. ! have known ono man carry 
$100 worth of provisions from Dense 
lake on his bnck, and this will Illus- 
trate the costly nature of food In that 
district."

AT HARTLEY BAY 

Interests of Lumbering and 
Manufacturing Company 
Change Hands 



The details 'were practically com- 
pleted In Victoria yesterday afternoon 
whereby the Important interests of the 
Hartley Bay Lumbering & Manufac- 
turing company paaa into the hands of 
a syndicate of capitalists at the head 
of which is Andrew Anderson, who 
for some weeks has been in the prov- 
ince seeking a Meld for investment. 

It will bo recalled that Hartley Bay 
first sprang into prominence as a point 
worthy of consideration along the 
northern coast through the efforts of 
Ca.pt. McCoskrle, formerly of the Can- 
adian Pacific Navigation company. The 
captain, owing to the knowledge gain- 
ed from many trip3 north while on or- 
dinary duty, had an opportunity, and 
he took full advantage or It. Hartley 
Bay Is on the main coast line, just 
south of Kltamaat. • 

The Hartley Bay Lumbering com- 
pany, which Capt. McCoskrle founded, 
has concessions from the government 
which embrace timber and fisheries — 
and these are now. with the develop- 
ment which is taking place in the new 
north, of the most valua.ble character. 
Already a large sawmill Is In opera- 
tion, and with the upbuilding of Prince 
Rupert there is a great demand for the 
product of the mills, but this enter- 
prise will be very largely extended by 
the new owners, who point out that 
owing to .the strong currents in Sey- 
mour Narrows, the mills Bltuated on 
the lower coast aro debarred from 
competing in tho lumber 'business at 
Prince Rupert and other northern 
points.

McDonald, D. D., Bishop of Victoria: 

May it Please Your Lordship — It

Double corner;; brought any- 
where from $0,000 to $10,000. accord- 
ing to location, and the bidding at 
tlnieH was faster this morning than 
at any of the previous sales. 

Among the heavy buyers of tho 
morning was IT. FJschel, of Vienna, re- 
presentative of the Austrian branch 
of tho Rothschild family. His invost- 
montH were made In both the business 
and residential sections. 

A big business was done this after- 
noon, but only small properties wore 
disposed of tills evening. The total 
business done in the first two days 
falls Just short of seven hundred and 
sixty tbousnnd dollars. The afternoon 
business today was one hundred and 
seventy-one thousand dollars.

HERE AM) THERE 

Many who watched the happy scene 
at the Gorge- on. Monday night must 
have felt that the pretty feto might 
very easily have been-turnod into a 
terrible tragedy. Many things might 
have, happened to render it Impossible 
for the occupants of the overturned 
canoes to escape death. . . 

. It is not the part of a man or wo- 
man to run needless risks. Even the 
most. expert swimmer might have been 
frondered powerless by a fall oh the 
rocks or a sudden cramp. It is time 
the' younger people of Victoria reulized 
the danger of trying to come .through 
the Gorge when the tide is rushing in. 
It is, as a rule, only the Inexperienced 
and the Ignorant who try to do so, 
especially in a crowd. 

Whatever regulations may be made 
in the future to guard 1 against this 
danger, it is still the duty of all who 
go boating on Victoria Arm to exercise 
care, not only for their own sakes but 
for that of others. Rashness Is not 
bravery and even the strongest swim- 
mer should hesitate to take risks 
which it would be fatal for ono to In- 
cur who was unable to swim. Vic- 
toria Arm is one of the greatest at- 
tractions of the city and boating upon 
it, except In one spot, is as safe as 
boating can be anywhere in the world. 
It is perfectly easy to avoid that dan- 
ger and none should be too young, 
too happy, or— too skilful to learn that 
there the greatest care should be ex- 
ercised. Even those who value their 
own lives lightly ought to have a duo 
regard for those of their companions. 

There is not one of our summer 
sports from which more pleasure can 
be derived by children und young peo- 
ple, than swimming. The water Is the 
natural resort of all boys and many 
girls as soon as the warm weather 
comes. But though all children love 
to wade and paddle in the water and 
to amuse themselves by lloatlng about 
in boats or oven on logs, all do not 
take the trouble to learn to swim. 

For many years Mr. Ian St. Glair 
has given the school children, at hia 
baths, an opportunity of learning to 
swim. He has reserved certain hours 
In which, without paying anything, 
they could have the benellt of Instruc- 
tion and help. Many havo availed 
themselves of hie offer. Others, as 
well as older people, have taken les- 
sons regularly, while, of course, many 
have learned from their fathers or 
other relatives and friends. The con- 
sequence Is that there are among the 
young people many expert swimmers. 

But many mothers are timid about 
allowing their children learn to swim. 
They have an Idea that whoro there 
Is deep water there must be danger. 
That these fears are groundless, hun- 
dreds of parents can testify. It Is a 
great advantage to every man and 
every Woman to know what to do when 
suddenly thrown into the sen. This 
can only be learned by constant prac- 
tice. This was shown by the readi- 
ness with which the occupants of one 
of the overturned canoes saved them- 
selves on Monday night. No boy who 
is old enough to do so, should let this 
summer pass' without learning to 
-swim. The girl who does-ao will gain, 
not-only in physical strength.' but in 
self-reliance arid bravery. It may be 
that during a lifetime no opportunity 
will be offered, either boys or girls, of 
saving either themselves or others 
from drowning. Yet the power of do- 
ing so should give a coolness and self- 
reliance In times of danger on ship- 
board that will be worth far more than 
the- cost in money, time- or trouble 
needed to acquire the art Of swim- 
ming. • • 



It is very pleasant to see that the 
University of Women's clubs have set 
their hands to the work of raising

11. Eaton scholarships. 

There have been many demands on 
the public of Victoria this year and 
the very modest people who nre at the 
head of our highest institution of 
learning have hesitated about pressing 
the claims of the scholarships which 
would benefit their own school.

The teachers 
and the faculty deserve the loyal sup- 
port of every mother In the city and 
In no other way can that bo better 
given than by offering the students 
a scholarship which will enable them 
to pursue their studies and be an hon- 
or for which they may rightly strive. 

It Is hoped that there will be a large 
attendance! nt the Strawberry Festi- 
val held at Sea View Camp, Foul bay 
on Saturday afternoon of main- who 
wish to show their appreciation 'of the 
purpose for which the festival Is held 
and who see an opportunity of con- 
tributing something to a fund by 
which all the boys and girls of Vic- 
toria will profit.

The climate, slightly warm- 
I er than that of Victoria Is an ideal 
I one for an outdoor life, and if the 
campers have a boat and know how 
to manage it a holiday spent on any 
one of the islands can scarcely fail to 
be a time of unalloyed delight. Al- 
ready within easy reach of the city, 
if the plan of building a tramway to 
Sidney is carried out and a dally 
steamboat service Inaugurated, a few 
hours would bring the passenger to or 
from town. 

These fertile valleys are believed by 
those who have lived on the Channel 
Islands to be as well adapted fo;- tho 
cultivation of fruits and flowers as are 
Jersey or Guernsey. However that 
may be, they afford an ideal place for 
a summer outing. 

Tho Women of Australia. 

In her journey across the continent, 
Mrs. Cunningham has fallen in. with 
the reporter of the Toronto News. Per- 
haps tnose who met tho friendly lady 
from Australia here were very remiss, 
but It was so pleasant to listen to her 
informal pleasant talk that the Idea of 
reporting did not occur to any of those 
who talked with her. However, this Is 
the impression she gave In Toronto: 

When a person is affable and inter- 
esting before breakfast they impress 
you as being possessed of unusual at- 
tributes. Whether the rarity is char- 
acteristic of the Australian tempera- 
ment, or is a mere individual quality, 
cannot be said, but It lies to the credit 
of Mrs. E. S. Cunningham, of Mel- 
bourne, who, ort being intercepted on 
her way to breakfast in the King Ed- 
ward Hotel, this morning, graciously 
stilled the pangs Of hunger, and dis- 
coursed for half an hour on tho affairs 
of women In her native land, and on 
the matter of her journey across the 
Pacilic as a member of the party of 
Australian delegates to the Imperial 
press conference. 

Mrs. Cunningham tells of a feminine 
advancement in Melbourne that ma- 
terially eclipses our own. She is es- 
sentially feminine— the quiet, courte- 
ous, hostess type, but her interest in 
philanthropic and ■ social progress is 
keen and widespread. Melbourne, she 
says, is rich in women's clubs of all 
orders, with d strong leaning towards 
all things musical. "Young 'Melbas' 
are encouraged and assisted by every 
means within power." Women have 
also attained to unusual distinction in 
medicine, she says, one of the largo hos- 
pitnls being entirely in the hands of 
women doctors. 

Mrs. Cunningham's account of the 
effect of woman's suffrage in Victoria 
was full of interest. The privilege of 
the franchise has made politicians of 
the entire female community, whether 
they be so inclined or not. For tho 
propagandists of the suffrage question, 
being for the large part wives and 
friends of partisans of the Labor party, 
the Protectionists and the Free Traders, 
have been forced to call upon their 
women folk to exercise their privilege 
in an equally significant manner. And 



so leagues and Hoclotles for tho dissem- 
ination of political truths havo been 
formed, and every claBS of woman Is 
brought undor their Influence. As wife 
of tho editor of tho Frco Trade organ, 
Mrs. Cunningham is. an ardent mem- 
ber of tho Australian National Wo- 
man's Loaguo, which exists for tho 
support of that party. Sho is also a 
member of tho Woman's Writers' 
Club of Melbourno , having written 
various skotchos and magazine 
articles.

The 
advantage a young man must gain 
from the teaching and associations of 
the great English college cannot fall 
to be great. But perhaps the Ideal 
set before the competitor?? for this 
great prize is of even mare value. Be- 
fore a man can gain the Rhodes 
scholarship he must have not only 
scholarship, but must excel In manly 
sports and have earned the esteem of 
his teachers and fellow students. In 
a word he must be a gentleman. That 
those who contested for this prize last 
year realized this fully their conduct 
during the competition proved. The 
Rhodes scholarships have not been 
long enough In existence to show 
whether they are of as great value to 
the empire as their founder hoped. 
They havo, however, had an Influence, 
so ilt Is said, on , college life. The 
young men from the colonies have 
taken their places among the youth of 
tho motherland, and have borne them- 
selves worthy whether at study or at 
sport. There are, In these days, many 
uarks for a lad's ambition, but few 
ire more worthy of his aim than a 
Rhodes scholarship.

letic Club. Cohen gave a lino exhibi- 
tion i.pf sclentitlc boxing. The Ilrst 
round was a fast one. and fairly equal. 
Cohen dodged his opponent's . blows 
very cleverly, and landed some smart 
raps' tit close quarters; Both men were 
quick on their feet. Cohen had slight- 
ly, the best of the. second round, giving 
u good exhibition in the third round; 
but Cohen was clearly the most finish- 
ed fighter, and got tho vordiot. 

In the final Cohen met R. Joffs, of 
tho J.B.A.A., who had drawn a bye. 
This was the bout;' tho decision in 
which roused the ire of tho audience. 
In the first round it became evident 
that Jeffs was -the harder hitter. 
Cohen blocked well, -but on a couple of 
occasions was driven to the ropes; by 
his heavier opponent. Again and again 
Cohen landed well delivered taps. The 
round was even. In the second round 
there was a considerable amount of in- 
fighting, at which Cohen displayed 
great cleverness. Ho. was unable, how- 
over, to' block many of tho blows of 
this opponent, who was palpably tho 
fresher of the two. The round was 
even. Cohen came up very fresh for 
the third round, and immediately went 
after Jeffs, who only occasionally was 
able to land. This , round was clearly 
Cohen's. The judges failed to reach 
an agreement, and ordered an extra 
round.

The preliminary bouts In the middle- 
weight contest both resulted in fiascos. 
In the first, Tommy Saunders, of Vic- 
toria West Athletic Association, met 
Charles Vlnning (unattached). Vin- 
nlng was knocked but in less than 20 
seconds.The second round was between 
Tom Bourke, of the Vancouver Athletic 
Club, and Ernie Harrison, of the Y. M. 
C. A. Before 20 seconds of the first 
round had elapsed Harrison was 
brought to his knees,' and as he was 
apparently very groggy, Chief of Police 
Langley Interfered and declared tho 
bout over. The verdict went to 
Bourke. 

In the final Bourke met Saunders, 
and early In the first round demon- 
strated tils superiority. Saunders was 
knocked down In 2u seconds, and mot 
the same fate In tlie second round in 
less than 25 seconds. ' Bourke won the 
title of middle-weight' champion of 
British Columbia. ^ \£ _ .

Shipment of Tea Sent Di- 
rect by Shippers 



BOYCOTT BY CHINESE 

HAS BEEN BROKEN 



Many Notable ' Passengers 
Among Arrivals — Accident 
at Quarantine Station 



With lyiany notable passengers and 
a cargo of- 2,493 tony, which included 
the lirst shipment Of new tea from 
Shimizu, at which port the steamer 
made the first call, the steamer Aki 
Marti readied the outer wharf last 
night from Hongkong and way porta 
of the Far East, Shu had an un- 
eventful but stormy voyage. For a 
week after leaving Yokohama strong 
winds with heavy head seas were ex- 
perienced, and on Tuesday a strong 
gale was experienced. On Sunday the 
steamer passed through a heavy snow 
squall. 

The shipment of 3,::31 cases of tea 
from Shidzuoka is the first sent to 
this continent direct by the tea grow- 
ers. VV. T. K. Preston, the retiring 
Canadian trade agent, has been carry- 
ing out his direct trade propaganda In 
the tea district, and the exporters have 
been converted, the shipment by the 
Aki Maru being the first to be sent. 

The cargo also included silk worth 
nearly three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars. More fishing nets were also 
brought from Japan for the Japanese 
fishermen, who have secured sulch a 
strong hold of the fishing business on 
the Fraser river. 

Included among the 36 saloon pas- 
sengers on board were a French count, 
who has been travelling in Java and 
other parts of the Orient, and many 
notable Japanese. T. Inouye, a not- 
able banker, and son of Viscount In- 
ouye, camo on his way to England, ac- 
companied by his wife; Y. Iwato, 
editor of the Osaka Malnlchl Shim- 
bun, one of the biggest newspapers of 
Japan, was en route to Seattle; H. 
Kumano, a councillor of Osaka; S. 
Takagi, a prominent advertising agent; 
N. OzakI, son of Baron . Ozaki and 
wife, who is a daughter of Baron 
Senge, formerly minister of justice; 
and G. Imamura, a prominent cotton 
importer bound to Chicago, were am- 
ong the prominent passengers. 

Count de 'Lai Itamce, a French 
nobleman, has been touring In Java 
and China and Japan, and debarked 
at the outer wharf to. spend a few 
days here before continuing on his 
way to Paris. 

The saloon passengers who debark- 
ed here were Count De la Kamee, Mr. 
Siowarbe, Mr. Syne, Mr. Grenard, P. 
\V. Singer, Mr. and Mrs. J. Bostick, 
Australian travellers who have been 
touring in the Orient; Mr. Fowler, of 
the public works department in India, 
and Mrs. Fowler, and Capt. Amos and 
wife. Also the following second class: 
M. Mclntyre, B. Link, Dr. H. Nation 
and A. Nation, and 30 Japanese steer- 
age passengers and one Chinese. 

'The coming of the Chinese steerage 
passenger on the Japanese liner mark- 
ed the ending of the long pending 
boycott organized by the Chinese of 
Canton against Japan, following the 
release of the seized Japanese steamer 
Tatsu Maru, captured for running 
guns, under pressure from the Tokyo 
government. That the boycott is now 
ended was shown by the fact that on 
the run from Hongkong to Shanghai 
the. steamer carried a prominent Chi- 
nese official, the Taotai of Taiwan, in 
Canton district, and ills suite. 

When the Aki Maru reached Wil- 
liam Head quarantine station, one of 
the Japanese quartermasters met with 
an accident. He was standing on the 
rail at the passenger dock passing a 
line to the quarantine tender Madge, 
which had come alongside, when lie 
fell and strulok on his head on tho 
steamer's rail, being severely Injured 
about the head.

Tho steamers Tees and 
Loebro rescued the crew and took 
them on board tho revenue cutter Man- 
ning to Xeah Bay for treatment. .Later 
the tide carried much of tho odds and 
ends from the broken schooner to tho 
beach and Collector Newbury sent an 
agent and a Slwash crew to gather 
together the salvage.

TO OLD HOME 



Schooner With Varied Career 
Once More Under Cana- 
dian Flag 



The schooner Selma has corao back 
under the Hag, being Drought from 
Seattle by Captain Pike to be register- 
ed at the port of Victoria again as 
a British vessel after a long absence, 
since she was sold thirteen years ago, 
and placed under the United States 
ilng.. The Selma, which was built as 
a steamer and christened the Shelby, 
at this port fourteen years ago, has 
been fitted out to enter the halibut fish- 
ing trade In British Columbia waters, 
and will operate from Vancouver. 

The Souma was built at Leigh's mill, 
near Point Hlllce bridge, in 1904, by 
Fred Jones and Charles Flash, who in- 
tended to use the little steamer in 'the 
halibut trade; but these were the 
palmy days of sealing, and they went 
out after fur seals Instead of halibut. 
When the modus Vivendi came into 
force, under which steam craft were 
not permitted to engage in sealing, the 
engine was taken out of the vessel. 
Fred Jones died nt Sitka, and when the 
schooner returned to Victoria she was 
sold to a Johnston street merehnnt. 
Captain Claussen took out the vessel 
next year, and off the' Queen Charlotte 
Islands on May 11 she was seized by 
the United States revenue cutter Cor- 
win, and towed to Sitka, where she was 
turned over to H.M.S. Pheasant, and 
was ordered to Victoria to stand trial 
for sealing after the close of the spring 
season. 

Some amusing Incidents took place 
at that trial In the Admiralty court at 
Victoria. The revonue cutter's officers 
produced the log-hook taken from, the 
seized sealer, and in this was an entry 
which stated that the schooner was 
steering west soutli west, which was 
certainly not the way home, 



The cook was asked about R — It is 
sometimes necessary to ask the cook, 
especially In trials concerning naviga- 
tion— and ho explained it. Tho cook 
said tho wind was blowing from tho 
eastward, and he had advised the cap- 
tain that the easiest and quickest way 
to get homo was to B° and meet tho 
wind. V 

There was plenty- of excitement for 
the schooner's owner, a local linker. 
Someone told him that if ho sent a 
little something to the judge lie might 
aid his case, and lie sent some bills to 
the presiding judge, 'the late Theodore 
Da-vie, who promptly had tho owner 
haled before him, and explanations 
were forthcoming. The judge imposed 
a nominal penalty, stating that his ig- 
norance alone saved the owner from a 
sentence for contempt of court. 

The Selma was lined and was sold by 
auction to two sealers, whom locally 
history recalls only as "Delph and 
Peter," and they took her out into tho 
northern seas on a trading voyage to 
the Siberian coast. When trading on 
the coast of Siberia they heard of the 
strike that had been made in the Klon- 
dike, and sailed the Selma. to St. 
Michael without having any papers as 
required by Inquisitive customs officers, 
and the officials at St. Michael's seized 
the little craft. She was hauled out on 
the beach to await the settlement of 
her case. The owners were too anxious 
to get to tlie gold strike, however, to 
wait, and they hiked for Dawson, where 
they located a claim on Bonanza Creek, 
and both men secured considerable 
gold; so much that they never bother- 
ed again concerning the fn't.e of the 
Selma. Meanwhile the vessel was sold 
to Mr. Handy, of Seattle, who sent her 
on a trading cruise. He afterwards 
built a shack at Captain's Bay, near 
Ounalaska, where lie lived and main- 
tained the Solnia until a few years ngo, 
when she passed Into the bands of 
others and recently was acquired by 
Mr. Bradford, who had supplied her 
with dories and fishing gear, and will 
send her north in the halibut fishing 
trade. 

Captain Mark Pike, for many years 
a Victoria sealer, whose family lias 
been living here for ninny years, lias 
been given command of the Selma, 
which carries a crew of seven men. Cap- 
tain Pike was formerly in command of 
tho sealing schooner Labrador, an old 
time sealer of this port, afterwards 
seized at Honolulu on a charge of 
smuggling opium.

BOATSWAIN OF 

PENNSYLVANIA INJURED 



Accident at Seattle Following Arrival 
of United States Cruiser From 
tho South 



When the United. States cruiser 
Pennsylvania reached Seattle yester- 
day evening an accident occurred as a 
result of which Boatswain Alexander 
Hamilton was seriously Injured. In 
dropping the port anchor a shackle 
carried away and the loose cable 
struck the boatswain acrcss the legs, 
mangling both limbs below the knees. 
The bones were broken and the flesh 
•.■rushed and torn. It is possible that 
the man may he permanently crippled, 
should he survive his Injuries. But 
as the men discussed the misfortune 
of the boatswain, who Is popular with 
all his shipmates, they praised tho 
heroism of Midshipman A. M. Charl- 
ton and Chief Boatswain's -Mate Mi- 
chael Mallia. They were standing 
close to Hamilton, and as lie was 
hurled over the rail into the water the 
two brave; men followed Immediately 
in an effort to rescue him. 

So quickly did the midshipman and 
Mallia go overboard that the officers 
on the bridge concluded that three 
men bad been injured by the flying 
cable and thrown into the bay. 

The three men came to the surface 
together, and Charlton and Mallia as- 
sisted the boatswain, who was terribly 
Injured but still conscious. A ship's 
boat was manned at once, but beforo 
it could reach the trio they were 
picked Up by the launch Telegram.

AROUSE JAPAN 

Excitement in Tokyo Following Arrests 
of Members of Diet and Directors 
Because of Graft Caso 



Tokyo, May 26. — As investigations 
proceed, the ramifications and extent 
of tlie accusations in connection with 
tlie failure of the Dal Nippon Sugar 
Refining Company are assuming amaz- 
ing proportions. Several months have 
now elapsed since demands were made 
by a portion of the foreign press of 
Japan that the machinery of justice 
should 'be set in motion' to deal with 
the. officers of the company who havo 
recently been arrested. Complaints 
were voiced by both British and Jap- 
anese shareholders, but so enormous 
were the Interests at stake that there 
was a general unwillingness on their 
part to take such action as would 
bring the whole matter to a crisis. In 



the background, also, there was a feel- 
ing that inlluences had been brought to 
tear upon the officials concerned to 
give the company a chance of read- 
Justing its affairs, and If this had been 
possible Without full and public inves- 
tigation it is probable that the officers 
of the company would have escaped tho 
meshes of the law. 

A civil suit instituted against tho 
company by one of its shareholders 
seems to have convinced tlie judges of 
the Tokio DIst»ict Court that criminal 
proceedings were inevitable, and 
throughout March the authorities were 
engaged in collecting the evidence 
which has culminated In the wholesale 
arrests of the past fortnight. The Jap- 
anese authorities are atoning for any 
former supineness by the thoroughness 
with which they are pushing their 
present investigations. 

Japanese Press Enters Fight 

Now that prosecutions have been 
instituted the Japanese Press iff" un- 
animous in its desire to see the mat- 
ter sifted to tlie bottom, at whatever 
temporary cost to the commercial 
prestige of the nation, realizing that 
In tills way alone can foreign confi- 
dence In Japanese enterprise be re- 
established. Many of the vernacular 
newspapers, indeed, are blaming the 
Government for the dilatoriness with 
which it tuok up the matter. In Jus- 
tice to the Government, however, It 
must be admitted that while there was 
a reasonable possibility of a com- 
promise between the company and its 
creditors, there were weighty reasons 
for its unwillingness to step in and 
precipitate a commercial crisis. 

The Dii Nippon Sugar Refining 
Company has a nominal capital of 
fC.000.OUO, of which S3,7G0,0UO is paid 
up, and a debenture issue of $3,500,- 
000. On its enormous capital it lias 
been paying regular dividends of 
per cent., though It is alleged that last 
year it only made a profit of $60,000. 
Tho means by which the company paid 
this dividend form one of the bases of 
the present scandal. It Is alleged that, 
taking advantage of trie fact that the 
sugar tax was $100,000 in arrear, the 
directors hit upon tho ingenious de- 
vice of entering that amount In the 
accounts as paid, thus making: It ap- 
pear that a profit of a similar sum re- 
mained. An even greater churgc is 
that the Dairi Sugar Mill was pur- 
chased at about $1,700,000 above its 
actual value, and that certain of the 
company's officers appropriated $250,-; 
000 on the pretence of redeeming de- 
bentures of that value which had been 
Issued to the vendors as part payment 
for the mill. Into- the other details of 
reputed embezzlement it is impossible 
to entor at this stage, i

Serious, however, as the condition of 
tho company undoubtedly is, there Is 
reason to hope that the recent arrests 
will pave the way for a re-adjustment 
of Its affairs. A general meeting of 
shareholders was called, at which the 
roHUlt of the recent meeting of 
creditors was discussed and it was 
arranged that • tho company should 
'jo reorganized and that it would not be 
found necessary to go into liquidation. 



Tlie Government, which Is the com- 
pany's creditor for something like 
$2,000,000, is not expected to force it 
Into liquidation by pressing for Imme- 
diate payment, and If the other credit- 
ors ' are equally reasonable, and do not 
attempt to Impose terms which aro too 
disadvanlagesous to the shareholders, 
the company was to tie rehabilitated by 
careful and honest management. In tlie 
meantime tho officials anil members of 
the Diet concerned in the graft are 
under trial.

Victory of His Colt. 
Enthusiastically Acclaimed 
in England 



Epsom, May 26.— King Edward's 
brown colt. Mlnoru, today justified his 
name, which la Japanese for "success." 
•by winning the Derby, which will be 
remembered in the annals of Epsom 
as one of the iinest ever run on that 
historic track. VV. Raphael's Louviers, 
with Franco's star jockey, Stern, on 
his back, came, under the wire .so c lose 
an attendant upon Mlnoru that the 
spectators were undecided which led 
until the King's number was displayed 
on the blackboard. 

Lord Mlchelham's William the 
Fourth was a wood third, and half a 
dozen of the fifteen starters were well 
bunched. But one horse was seen 
leaving the Held riderless. It was the 
American-bred colt Sir Martin, which 
everyone had reckoned as Mlnoru'a 
foremost rival. He had been crowded 
out of his stride just beyond the Tot- 
tenham Corner, about the middle of 
the course. Jockey Martin shot over 
his mount's head to the ground as 
Sir Martin stumbled, and, with him, 
fell the hopes of hundreds of confident 
American onlookers, and many thou- 
sands of American dollars. . To Eng- 
lishmen, even those who had staked 
their money on some oilier horse, the 
King's success was inspiring as a vic- 
tory In a great International cohtest, 
and compensated for the rain which 
drove across the Held, making a wal- 
low of mud under foot. 

King Leads His Horse 

On every side It had been asked 
whether, If he won. His Majesty would 
"insider It compatible with his ex- 
alted position to lead bis horse from 
the track, as the winning owners have 
done for more than a century. There 
was no precedent for this, because no 
King before had ever won the Derby. 
King Edward, however, with the 
Prince of Wales following him, lived 
up to the custom, and in the minds of 
Englishmen clinched his claims (to 
being a thoroughbred sportsman, 

Only the accident to Sir Martin and 
the rain marred the day's sport. Elec- 
tric Boy was the horse that crowded 
the American colt, which at the time 
was well to the foro and running 
strongly. Louis \Vin(iria, his, owner, 
said tonight that it wan a regrettable 
accident, but nothing more. To many 
Americana at the race truck and on 
both slides of the Atlantic it will seem 



a calamity, judging from the amount 
of money, which some estimate at 
$300,000, mat was up on the Kentucky 
bred colt. This large amount placed 
on Sir Martin sent his price to 3 to 1, 
and made him a nominal favorite for 
a time. At the time of the accident, 
Brooklands was leading, with Louviers 
close up, and Sir Martin, Mlnoru, Bay- 
ardo and Yalens forming the second 
flight. Jockey Martin was badly- 
bruised from the fall, and bis forehead 
was bleeding from a cut where the 
hoof of one of the other horses bad 
grazed him, but the physicians who 
examined him said he would be all 
right in a day or two. 

The French contingent which came 
over to see Stern win on Louviers 
showed almost as much disappoint- 
ment as the Americans.

Richard Cro- 
ker, who wandered about the pad- 
dock with his hands In his pockets and 
his cap drawn over his eyes, must 
have contrasted the tumult today with 
the silence that followed when he. led 
Orby II. the winner of 11)07, past the 
.•Hands. 

The King entertained sixty members 
of the Jockey club at the annual din- 
ner at Buckingham Palace tonight. Re- 
ports from all sections tell of enthu- 
siastic scones, when the news of His 
Majesty's good luck was received. 
Popular Victory. 

The scene when his majesty's horse 
came In a winner was the most excit- 
ing and enthusiastic ever witnessed at 
Epsom in the memory of the oldest 
race-goers, A tremendous outburst of 
cheering swept over the whole field, 
and the air was tilled with hats being 
waved in the direction of the royal 
box, where stood the King. His ma- 
jesty was smiling broadly, and with his 
silk hat in his hand, he bowed repeat- 
edly. The enthusiasm was re-kindled 
when Ills Majesty was seen descending 
the stairs toward - the track to lead his 
victorious horse Into the weighing 
room. The members of the Jockoy 
Club, a majority of whom belong to 
the nobility, made a lane through which 
His Majesty passed, and as the King 
went by they raised their hats. 

In the meantime the crowd had 
swarmed over the track. The King was 
conducted by a detachment of police 
to the finishing post. Here he grasped 
the bridle of Mlnoru on one side, also 
shaking hands with and congratulating 
Jockey Jones. Once inside the pad- 
dock, ho received the congratulations 
of a number of friends, after which he 
mounted to the trip of the atairs lead- 
ing to the gallery of the Jockey Club,, 
whore he stood bowing for several 
minutes to the big crowd that yelled 
continuously. Queen Alexandra, the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, and the 
other members of the royal family 



were seated aloft In the royal box, 
and were visibly excited ana pleased 
by the victory, which is undoubtedly is 
me most popular at Epsom. 

The weather conditions were bad. A 
sharp shower swept over the country 
Just before the start, and the race was 
run in a drizzle of rain. The grand 
stands were Idled with raised umbrel- 
las, which seriously impeded the view. 

All tile fifteen horses got away In a 
beautiful bunch. it was a splendid 
race from start to finish, barring the 
accident to Sir Martin, and Louviers 
pushed Mlnoru so closely along the 
Home stretch that the result was in 
doubt up to the post. 

London, May 27.— The winning of the 
Derby by King Edward is a theme of 
boundless pleasure and enthusiasm, and 
it is a long time since the morning 
papers have devoted so much space to 
this popular race. 

"We hope," says the Dally Tele- 
graph, "that the royal family of Eng- 
land will long continue to Identify 
themselves as King Edward has dune, 
with the national sports and recrea- 
tions of the English people. The turf 
Is still the sport of kings, ami the. Eng- 
lish turf is a splendid historical insti- 
tution, well deserving of the patronage 
and support of the highest in the laud." 

The other newspapers are similarly 
loyal In expressions of congratulations j 
and satisfaction over Mlnoru's victory I 
for King Edward. 

Sporting Life says: "What would

Total Output of La3t Year in Nippon's 
Yards Was 191 Vessols-, Includ- 
ing Warships 

The total output of , now tonnage in 
Japan during 1908, including war- 
ships, was 191 vessels of 79,258 tons 
and tl9,727 i. h. p. This compares with 
127,752 tons and 187,728 I.h.p. for 1907. 
In mercantile work, the last year, per- 
haps the most notable launch was that 
of the large floating dock at Kobe, by 
the Mltsu Plshl Co. This dock was 
built entirely of home-made steel. The 
two S,(i00-ton steamers launched by 
the Kawasaki Co. for the Nippon Yu- 
sen Kalsha are the largest vessels yet 
built by this Arm, and the volunteer 
fleet steamer Sakura Maru, by the 
Mltsu Blah! Co,, Is the. ilrst sljlp fited 
with turbines made in Japan. Now 
contracts have practically cmsed Slntw 
tho beginning of 1908, and the trade 
is now becoming seriously depressed. 



At the Mltsu Blshi Works eight ves- 
sels, of (i2,000 tons and 52,100 I.h.p.. are 
building. Among these nro a third 
turbine liner for the Toyo Risen Kal- 
sha, the second turbine for the Jap- 
anese volunteer fleet, and six other 
steamers. Most of these will be com- 
pleted in 1909. The Kawasaki Co. 
have 13,200 tons of new work, includ- 
ing two cargo steamers of 12,200 tons 
of new work, including two cargo 
steamers of 12.000 tons and a few tor- 
pedo craft for Slam, and the Osaka 
Iron Works have an auxiliary sailing 
ship and a few dredgers. A large 
number of oil-motor fishing; smacks 
are being built In Japan, and it Is 
stated that more than 200 of these 
craft will be afloat in the spring of 
1909.

Chicago. Mny 20.— Wheat — There was 
no attempt on the part of shorts to 
cover May wheat at the opening today 
and that month, after a drop to 132, 
closed at 132Vi. with little doing. There 
was great action in ruin reports from 
Russia, and portions of the continent. 
The trade here Is not much Influenced 
by the action of foreign prices, as for 
the present we are not depending on Eu- 
rope. 

Bradstreets reported a decrease of 
3.057.000 bushels In the world's visible. 
Northwest receipts wore small. I rl- 
mnry fell down to 1 21.000 bushels for 
the day, little more than 25 per cent, 
of the receipts a year ago. Some mnr- 
kets shipped for the dny 425,000 bush- 
els of wheat. Export cleurcuices of 
wheat and flour were 226,000 bushels, 
making a total of 550.000 bushels 
shipped from the west and seaboard 
reclpts for the day. This certainly In- 
dicates great depletion of supplies. Cash 
sales hern were 25.000 bushels In small 
lots to country mills. Our Mr. Inglls 
sends bullish reports from some of the 
best counties of southern Illinois. 

Corn— There was considerable effort 
on tho part of the bear forces in the 
locnl corn trade to start a decline lata 
In the session.
